SCHOOL REPORT. 


A NEN NEE REAR REARARREALERRAS 


To the citizens of the town of Brookfield the annual report of the 
Superintending School Committee is respectfully submitted: 


The schools of Brookfield have been kept in successful opera- 
tion during the past year, no serious interuption having occurred 
to interupt their progress. In one district the winter term was 
shortened in consequence of a contagious disease. Most of the 
teachers employed have had some experience. 


This school question is no new one. No subjectis more impor- 
tant in its bearing upon the welfare of our community. Improv- 
ment should ever be uppermost in the minds of those connected 
with our schools. Itis universally conceded that the object of 
common schools is to secure the greatest good to the greatest 
number. Upon this point there is a general agreement. The 
real question is by what means this work may be best accom- 
plished. In our opinion the first great want in all our schools is 
a more active interest on the part of parents in the success of the 
school, such an interest as will tend to secure punctuality and 
ebedience from the scholars, without which a good school is im- 
possible. Do not give the teacher cause to feel that he is wholly 
responsible for the success of the scheol. Some registers contain 
“a respectable number of names onthe visitors list, and others a 
deplorable lack of the same. Agents should make extensive in- 
quiries, if they have not personal knowledge, in regard to the 
qualifications of a teacher before engaging his services. They 
should seek the best qualified, and thus relieve the examining 
committee of a great deal that is nupleasant. The advantage of 
having instructors who have learned their business is obvious. 
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Districts cannot afford to use their schools for experimental pur- 
poses for the benefit ef apprentices. The price which a compe- 
tent teacher demands for his services is of stnal! importance com- 
pared with the qualifications which are required. Low waves 
and poor schools are the worst policy any district can pursue. 

Our schools lack some things which must be supplied in the 
near future, or we shall find that we are hopelessly behind the 
times. There ought to be a Webster’s unabridged dictienary, a 
globe, and a good map of our state in each of our schools. Un- 
der our ctatutes the selectmen and school committee are impower- 
ed to furnish the same. Bnt in their failure to act in the matter 
I would suggest that the several districts each put into their re- 
spective schools for the use of the scholars, at least an unabridg- 
ed dictionary. Teaching school without a dictionary is like a 
mariner at sea without a compass. In relation to the town sys- 
tein, much has been said pro and con, but we do not propose to 
discuss it, since our state has seen fit to adopt it, but are content 
to await its working, hoping it will be an iinprovement. 


DISTRICT NO. 1. 


First TERM. Miss Mary A. Jordan, teacher. Number of 
weeks, 5. Average attendance, 17. Number not absent oue-half 
day, 5. Wages per month, including board, $22. 

SECOND TERM. Miss Mary A. Jordan, teacher. No. of weeks, 
8. Average attendance, 20. Not absent one-half day, 2. Waves 
per month, including board, $24. 

This school made good improvement. Miss Jordan has had 
years of experience in the school room, and this fact seems to be 
a sufficient recommendation. 


DISTRICT NO. 2. 


There are no scholars living in this district. Last year’s monr- 
ey was expended the present season, scholars living in. the town 
of Wolfboro’ receiving all the benefit. No return of the school 
has been received, consequently we are unable to make a definite 
report. 
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. DISTRICT NO. 3. 

“FIRST TERM. Miss Laura G. Page, teacher. No. of weeks, 8. 
Average attendance, 24. Not absent one-half day, 12. Wages 
per month, including board, $24. 

SECOND TERM. Miss Laura G. Page, teacher. No. of weeks, 
9. Average atiendance, 19. Not absent one-half day, 5. No. of 
visitors, 23. Wages per month, including board, $28. 

The school, though interupted by sickness, was a success. The 
district was unusually fortunate in securing the services of Miss 
Page. 


DISTRICT NO. 4. 


First TERM. Miss Lulu M. Wentworth, teacher. No. weeks, 
5. 

We are unable to make a report of this school as the teacher 
neglected to fill the register. 

SECOND TERM. Miss Alzira Cotton, teacher. No. cf weeks, 8. 
Average attendance, 23. Not absent one-half day, 4. Wages 
per month, including board, $20. 

We visited this school at its beginning and found it in success- 
ful operation. Itclosed prematurely, the result of sickness, and 
we were thus prevented from making a second visit. 


DISTRICT NO. 5 


Is united-with No. 7 in the town of New Durham. 


DISTRICT NO. 6 


Is united with No. 2 in the town of Wakefield. 


DISTRICT NO. 7. 


There are no scholars in this district. 


DISTRICT NO. 8 


Is united with No. 12 in the towi of Wakefield. 
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Whole number weeks schooling in town during the year, 43. 
Whole number of scholars in the schools, 71; average attendance, 
67. Whole amount appropriated for schooling, $338.88. Of this 
amount $2:86-is due other towns, and $70.26 remains unexpended. 


In noneideron we would say that we have made the usual num- 
ber of visits with two exceptions. Andin making the above re- 
port have endeavored to present to the town a correct report of 
the condition of the schools.
